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J ust Get Rid Of It! 


What do you say to yourself when the place you work - rest- eat - sleep and well 
live... get's overrun with Stuff? If you are anything like me you reach a breaking 
point and say "Just Get Rid Of It"! 


I've hit a point where it's time to purge - not shuffle or re-file... but - Purge my 
Space of unnecessary stuff. 


l've always held a theory or solution for getting rid of stuff. Move households - 
and move often. You will rid yourself of all sorts of extra baggage and "stuff" every 
time you move. 


Why? Because we don't want to pack and unpack a bunch of junk. So we 
throw away - give away or sell everything that seems like "junk". Oh... you might 
start out packing everything on the shelf... (shelf after shelf)... and then soon you 
start to get tired and wonder "why am | packing this "stuff"? 


Apparently there comes a time in our lives when we stop moving into new 
homes. The home | live in right now is the one we plan on living in for at least 10 
more years (perhaps the rest of our lives). And... we have lived in this house over 
15 years already. 


So | have been collecting and stuffing our home for a very long time and it's 
become nearly impossible to figure out where to put anything new. And - 
like it or not... we all get new "stuff". 


Why am | sharing this story with you? Well... it does have to do with Public 
Domain. And eBay. And how | plan to "Get Rid Of Some Stuff". 


| Blame Avril Harper! 


Yes... | blame her for this idea. Actually - it's more of a project than and idea... 
(As if | needed another project), because it's going to involve some thinking as 
well as labor. 
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Getting rid of stuff or junk (remember when that stuff or junk used to be really 
cool and neat?) requires labor. Lifting and toting and dusting and cleaning. Moving 
anything larger than a cup of coffee is labor in my book. :) 


But... in this particular case... this is not just a labor intensive project - It will 
require some brain power as well. 


The whole idea came about while | was reading Avril Harper’s book - 
"21 AMAZING WAYS TO MAKE MONEY FAST FROM THE 
PUBLIC DOMAIN" 


In Avril's Book is a section called "start a clipping service". This is interesting 
to me because | have a ton of public domain magazines that | need to go through 
and pull out stuff for "me" to use for some projects and then get rid of the 
magazine. | think | can make more money by "cutting the magazine" into articles 
or clipping bundles. 


I'd like to go through "some" of her suggestions: 
e Copy and package advertisements by subject or profession. 


e It's a good idea to create information packs about specific subjects and events and ask a standard 
price across the board. Her daughter does this on eBay, selling what she calls 'Doggy Bags' 
which include pictures, articles, newspaper cuttings, puzzles, and lots of other printed bits and 
pieces about individual dog breeds. She only needs one copy of a particular item, in the public 
domain, which she can then copy to add to hundreds of doggy bags she might sell on eBay each 
year. 


You might specialize in certain subjects like: genealogical matters, astrology, fishing, gardening, 
recipes and cooking, and so on. Your service could be marketed on eBay or through magazines 
targeted at your specific audience. 


Copy and package advertisements by subject or profession. For example, she found dozens of 
advertisements from butchers, dressmakers, soap manufacturers, and more, in a pile of old 
Illustrated London News publications from the early 1900s. The entire bundle of twenty plus 
magazines cost £3 (about $6) and included ten or more full-page prints and posters per issue 
almost all of which sold at between £5 (about $10) and £30 (about $60). The more successful 
items she listed in categories described as 'Hot' in eBay's regular Hot Items report. Those 
categories included specific condiments, such as Mustard; soap and perfumery advertisements 
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went like a bomb under 'Advertising: Chemists', and a huge number of sporting prints, mainly 
horse-racing went like hot cakes under Collectibles: Horse Racing. 


And here is one | know that someone will love but | have no interest in: 


e Here's another great idea for out of copyright advertisements, especially smaller classified ads. 
She created one of her very best selling marketing book both on and off eBay, which she called 
HEADLINES THAT NEVER DIE, which was simply a collection of headlines she had taken 
from out-of-copyright, otherwise called ‘Public Domain’ publications. She simply typed them 
into a Microsoft Word document under categories, such as Travel, Children, Soaps, and so on. 
She also scanned some of the best advertisements of earlier times into the Word document to 
make the book visually appealing. 


The Big Project: 


| will pick a pile of magazines from my stash and go through them... make a plan 
for using this stack of stuff to sell on eBay. | also have a huge pile (piles) of books 
that need to be sold. Oh... and! have several bits of marketing manuals and DVD 
sets to sell as well. 

The project would be so easy... if | just picked up a pile and listed them on 
eBay. Just the way | purchased them several years ago. 


But... that's not what the “plan” calls for. The idea here is to create actual 


products to sell over and over on eBay... not just one time sales. 


Part 1 - What do! have that I'm ready to "Get Rid Of"? | need to be ruthless with 
this step. If | think too much about all the possibilities - | won't get any of this 
"Stuff" out of my life. 


LJ Choose a pile of Public Domain magazines - at least 10 (15+ is best) 


LJ Go through the entire pile to get an idea of the contents. Make notes 
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LJ prainstorm an idea for a product that can be made from this stack 
LJ quick check on eBay for viability and competition 


Lie it passes criteria - move ahead with creating a product to sell on eBay. 


Notes from Debra - 


ES SD Soe ee. | choose the first stack my hand lands on: 


| 24 Junior Home Magazines - Published 
between 1927-29 


| purchased this entire stack a little over one 
year ago for $6.00 + S&H. 


The group is in very poor shape. Tattered, cut 
and torn. Really- they are not good to sell as 
collectors items. 


Now - I do my research to make sure that 
these magazines have - in fact - fallen into the 
Public Domain. (| forgot to document my 
research when | purchased them... so I'll do it 
again). 


Note- Anything published after 1922 must be 
checked and double checked! 


| check on http://onlinebooks.library.upenn.edu/cce/ and find that these 
magazines are in the public domain. 


The next step is to read through them all and take notes. 


Notes: 
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| found that this publication has many re-occurring topics in each issue. This is 
great as it makes it easy to pull out "themed" ideas. 


Some of the topics include: 
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Bible Stories - These could be grouped with other public domain content and 
images for a unique product.

The magazine also includes lots of games - stories and hobby crafts for 
kids. 


The important thing to do now is to decide if I'm going to create products out of 
these snippets of information or if | should just cut the articles out and sell them 
as packets. 


It takes a bit of work to create digital products from a variety of snippets or 
articles. It is easier to just cut up the magazines and pile the like articles together 
into packets and sell them on eBay. 


But... you get to sell digital products over and over as well as sell the physical 
magazine packets. All in all soending a bit of time to create products can pay off 
for a very long time. 


l've put together some ideas for products - | still need to check on eBay to see if 
these would be "profitable" ideas or a waste of time. 


Lot's of information products are sold on eBay every day. They teach us 
how to make money online, crochet with a whimsical new pattern... or 150 new 
ways to use our crock pot. 


Are information products directed towards 
children or parenting going to sell on eBay? 


I Investigated On eBay - Digital Products for the ideas | have are just not easily 
found on eBay. The few | found had poor sales... but they also had poor selling 
techniques on the Auction Listings. 


We all know that if you are a well Know speaker/author - you of course, can sell 
digital products for a much higher price. 


| also found that Public Domain books - | mean real physical books - are selling 
well on eBay. | think some very smart people are grabbing up every thing they 
can find at reasonable prices. 
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One thing | have learned is that none of my ideas will do well as stand alone 
products. I'm not going to try Bible Stories or Parenting Tips as micro-niche 
targeted products. 


| need to cast a wider net. 

l've decided to create a larger product = A Set = Except it will all fit on one CD. 
The idea is to make this product appeal to: 

Teachers 

Parents 

Sunday School Teachers 

Homeschooling Moms (or Dads) 

Just about anyone that is raising a child and wants to "get back to the old ways" 
that grandma used to teach. 


Hint - I'm taking a clue from some bestsellers on Amazon.com. 


THE Project 


Of course - it's a project - a pretty big project - and! don't know if it will sell on 
eBay. It may be a product that will need to be sold on its own website. 


But - once | have pulled everything out of the magazines and put them into a 
logical format... | can sell the "clippings" first to see if there is any interest. 


| will have saved all the content digitally... and | will have all the clippings 
grouped by content. | can list them on eBay. 


If no one is interested in them - | mean - at all - Then... | probably will 
chuck the entire product idea. 


| won't have wasted a huge chunk of time... really. It may be a few hours out of 
my life... but it's worth testing the idea. 
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How Will | Control The Sales Of My Digital Products? 


The idea of making and storing a ton of CD's is daunting. Imagine if | had 10 or 20 
or 100 different digital products to put on CD's and ship out. It would become a 
full time job. 


That's not what | want - | am growing a business - not a job. 
So | have been investigating publishing fulfillment options. 


What | want is a piece of software that will automatically manufacture my CD’s for 
me and then ship them automatically when a payment is submitted via Paypal by 
after my eBay auction closes. 


| found Auction Acrobat - | am seriously considering this little gem of software to 
streamline the whole process of selling my CD / DVD products on eBay. 


"Set Once - Sell Forever" 


Interesting concept - They fill a need for those of us that want to sell digital 
products on eBay and deliver on CD. They have good reviews. This is not a new 
product... so most if not all the "glitches" and "kinks" have been worked out. 


It interfaces with both Paypal and Kunaki and it was specifically created for eBay 
Sellers. 


Looks like it could be what I’m looking for... 
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In Conclusion... 


Way to go Deb - what a great idea! 
Personally, | can't wait to see how this one turns out. 


I've got stacks upon stacks of public domain magazines myself that | bought just 
to republish an article or two. I've had to start throwing the rest of the magazine 
away after tearing out an article just to conserve space! 


This could be a great way to profit from what would otherwise ultimately become 
dumpster- bait! "One man's trash" and all that... 


In closing this issue of "Public Domain Treasure Hunter Magazine" | wanted 
to add my two cents in about what | feel is the best way to set up a business 
selling CD/DVD products containing public domain content on eBay and practically 
run the whole thing on auto- pilot. 


For product manufacturing, shipping and fulfillment... 


If you're using eBay to Sell and distribute all of your public domain based products 
on CD or DVD, | would recommend using a service like Kunaki. 


Kunaki will manufacture your CD/DVD and the ship it directly to your customer 
from their facility for a very reasonable fee and the resulting product matches a 
level of shrink-wrapped professionalism you'd find in leading CD retailers. 


Kunaki is a great service and one of the best things about them (besides the low 
production costs and the super-quality construction) is that they are a true "Print- 
On-Demand" publisher meaning that they'll manufacture your CD/DVD products 
one at a time as you order them. 


Order one, order one-thousand, you end up paying the same low price per unit. 
They even ship for you so you won't have to store an inventory. Sure beats 
burning CD's and standing in line at the post office! 


To really put the entire operation on "auto-pilot”... 


Now what you need is a way to automatically request the manufacture and 
shipping of that product immediately after an auction payment is submitted using 
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Paypal (you should only accept Paypal payments by the way, that's what makes 
this whole thing work). 


Using a service like Auction Acrobat you could get yourself setup so that when 
your customer submits payment, their order would automatically be shipped 
without your intervention. 

Then you could even setup eBay so that your auctions are automatically relisted as 
soon as they end. For complete automation you would also need an autoresponder 
service like Aweber ($19.00 per month but very, very worth it). 

You would also need a hosting account setup somewhere to host the Auction 
Acrobat software but this could be found very cheaply through a hosting company 
like HostGator. 


Here's what the flow for selling your public domain CD/DVD based 
products on eBay would look like... 


1) You list your auction for a CD/DVD-based based product on eBay 

2) Someone buys your product and submits payment using Paypal 

3) Paypal automatically sends order details to your Auction Acrobat installation 

4) Auction Acrobat sends the order info to both Kunaki and Aweber 

5) Kunaki manufactures and ships your CD/DVD product directly to your customer 
6) Aweber adds your new customer to your autoresponder database and then 
immediately fires an email to that customer thanking them for making a purchase 
and giving them the details of the order and whatever other info you want to 


include ~ this is a great way to build a list of "buyers" at the same time! 


7) eBay automatically relists your auction so that someone else can buy your 
product and the whole process repeats over and over again. 


Lather, rinse, repeat! 
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It may take a little work to get this setup initially obviously but once you do get 
everything in place it ensures an almost completely autopilot business. 


In a perfect scenario, you could potentially sell thousands of CD's without having 
to respond to a single customer email. 


Or not ;) 
Just something to think about!
